itty dear Congressman Yanascos 


I hawe discussed with Adwiral Hillenkcetter the alter- 
native svevisions regarding the position of Director of Central 
Intelligence as conteaplated in the unification bill. 


Is is feit that the first proposal, which provides only 
for a civilian Director, would be uwfortumate, for reasena set 
forth Dalow. 


The second alternative provides that the first Direster 
may be appointed from the armed servizes, but that subsequent’ 
Directors ahall be apoointed from clvilian life. Aa in the first 
proposal, this appears to place am wmfortunate restriction upon 
the Presidential ,owers of sppointaent. The President should be 
allowed to exereise Ais digeretion in appointing the best avaliable 
Director, either froa civilian or allitary life, depending upon the 
qualifications of persomel available at the time of 25, cintsent. 
The necessity of Senate confirantion of the Director vould 
sliminate the possibility of a poor selections and the Senate in 
dts digeretion would probably reject apsointees, from the arned 
services if they were continually roteted for short tours of duty. 
If st some tine in the future, we vere plunged inte anotrer wer, 
the nost qualified appointees might well be a reserve officer sho 
hed entered on active duty from civilian life. The proposed rea- 
triction would prevent his apsointaent by the President. Such a 
Limitation sould have prevented the appointmmt of the Director of 
the Offiee of Strategic Services during the past var, 


Tre third alternative provides thxt the first Director may 
be appointed from civilian or allitary life, but sakes no proviaton 
for the appointaet of any subsequent Director. If thia «lternative 
ia adopted, this defect should be corrected,
